Mai it please Your Majesty, 

In accordance with the provisions of the Statutes of this 
College, I have the honour to present to Your Majesty my 
annual Report on the condition and progress of the College 
during the academic year 1902-3. 

The Session began on the day fixed by our Statutes, viz., 
the third Tuesday of October, and was an extremely busy and 
eventful one. To one or two of its outstanding features' I 
may here refer. 

In the first place it was to us all a matter of extreme satis- 
faction to find a very notable increase in the entrances in the 

Faculty of Arts. 

The number of students commencing here was almost exactly 
double that of the previous Session. 

Not only did the numbers thus entering in this most impor- 
tant Faculty show the marked increase which I have men- 
tioned, but, if we may judge from the competition for the 
Scholarships of the year, as I think we are entitled to do, the 
quality and attainments of the freshmen were, as a rule, of 
a high order. For the First Year Scholarships in Arts no fewer 
than twenty -one candidates presented themselves, and so ex- 
cellent was the answering, alike on the classical and mathe- 
matical sides, that, after awarding all the Scholarships at our 
disposal, the Council decided to grant prizes to the three gentle- 
men who most closely approached the successful candidates. 
For the Emily, Lady Pakenham Scholarship, which is likewise 
a first year endowment, there was the large number of thirteen 
candidates. These facts give, I think, some indication of the 
calibre of our entrants in Arts last Session, and they show, 
also, how our Scholarships continue to be appreciated, and 
what a useful purpose they serve in onr economy. They 
suggest, too, that an increase in their number might well be 
tolerated.

of Class Prizes awarded at the close of the Session First prizes 
were^ here won by young ladies in the following subjects •- 
Greek, Latin French German, English, and Experimental 
Physics, together with other prizes of a lower rank. It is 
surely , a notable advance on the practice of former days and 
an advantage of no common kind to women, that, instead of 
being sternly debarred entrance into the privileges of college 
life, as until recently they were, they are now cordially wd- 
comed within our walls, allowed to share on equal terms in 
our Studentships, Scholarships, and Prizes, and to participate 
generally m the culture of modern university life. The change 
is, m my opinion, altogether for the good of the sex which has 

m jii , so muc -h shaping of the destinies of the race, 
and, therefore, for the good of society at large. The number 
of ladies who attended Queen’s College last Session was 43, 
emg the largest which we have yet had upon our books in any 
i ession. Ihe figures have been steadily growing year by year 
for some time past. 

Before leaving this subject, it may be appropriate that I 
s ould refer to the opinions expressed upon it by the Eoyal 
Commission on University Education in Ireland, which has 
recently concluded its labours. This Commission had among 
is members some of the highest educational authorities of our 
time whose views must have much weight with thinking 
people. They report that there is, in Ireland, ‘‘a growing 
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, man a on the part of women for higher education of a uni- 
versity type,” Report, p. 47), and give it as their unani- 

mous opinion that women should not be sent for their edu- 
ction to colleges attended by women only, but that “ women 
c i men students should attend lectures and pass examina- 
tions in the same colleges, and obtain degrees on the same 
conditions.” (Final Report, p. 49.) In the wisdom of this 

onouncement our experience in (Queen’s College leads me 
entirely and strongly to concur 

Returning to the general history of the College during 
the past Session, I have pleasure in reporting, that not 
only were the lectures usual in former years well attended, 


but that some 


Fresh Advances 


of an important character were made. The weekly Col- 
loquium in the department of Natural Philosophy, in 
which professors, advanced students, and ardent phy- 
sicists from outside, discuss together the problems of 
Physical Science on which they are working, was continued. 
Professor Dixon delivered a special course of afternoon lec- 
tures, open to the outside world, on some important develop^ 
meats of modem Mathematics. Professor Boas gave a weekly 
morning lecture on the poetry of Wordsworth, and a course 
of evening discourses on Thomas Carlyle, and Professor Milroy 
an evening course on “ The Daily Wear and Tear of the 
Tissues of the Body.” So much have we been encouraged by 
the success of these efforts, that we propose not only continuing 
but developing them in further directions during the approach- 
ing Session. Professor Boas will again hold his weekly public 
morning class, and he also proposes delivering a course of about 
ten evening lectures on “ The Historical Plays of Shakspeare.” 
Professor Gregg Wilson intends giving a series of about twelve 
evening lectures on Marine Zoology, with special reference to 
the habits and distribution of local marine animals ; and Pro- 
fessor Morton announces a course of about ten evening lec- 
tures on “ Sound with special reference to Music.” By means 
of these prelections we hope to render the teaching of the 
College available to a wider circle than can be reached by our 
ordinary class lectures. 

I am glad to mention another course of a different kind, 
which, at the request of the Department of Agriculture and 
Technical Instruction, was given in the College during the 
year to a body of

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T both the new professors the College has already found that 
it has obtained a valuable accession to its strength. In Decem- 
ber Dr. A. L. Meissner, who had long been a familiar figure 
within our precincts, retired after a service of thirty-seven 
tears, carrying with him the best wishes of his colleagues. 
To carry on the work of the department of Modern Languages 
rill the close of the Session the services of Mr. J. G. Anderson, 

M A (Lond.), were obtained, and proved entirely satisfactory. 
Two additional Lectureships were instituted by the authority 
of the Lord Lieutenant during the year. One of these, a 
Lectureship in Vaccination, had for some time been felt, for 
various reasons, to be desirable, and in Dr. John McLiesh, 
one of the Visiting Physicians of the Belfast Union Hospital, 
and an old student of our own, we believe we have obtained 
an excellent Lecturer. Additional importance is given to 
his office by the fact that he has been recognised as an autho- 
rised teacher of Vaccination by the English Local Government 
Board, and that certificates of attendance on his lectures will 
be accepted by all the universities and licensing' bodies in the 
United Kingdom. 

The establishment of another Lectureship , in 
Music, 

was rendered possible and advisable by the splendid gift of the 
“Mitchell Organ,” with which the family of the late Mr. 
William Charles Mitchell, j.p. , presented us in April last. We 
entertain no doubt that by means of this Lectureship not only 
shall we now be equipped with the necessary provision for 
giving instruction to those who are desirous of proceeding to de- 
grees in Music, but that a distinct impulse will be given to the 
study and culture in Belfast of this divine art. Dr. Lawrence 
Walker, who holds the Arts degree of the University of Dub- 
lin and the Doctorship in Music of the University of Cam- 
bridge, and who has been for some time well known in 
Belfast, not only as an able teacher of Music, but as an ardent 
worker in its service, has been appointed Lecturer, and, in 
addition to arrangements for the necessary classes for those 
proceeding to degrees, two further important steps have been 
taken in the direction of furthering the study. By means of 
a subscription given for the purpose to the ‘ ‘ Better Equip- 
ment Bund ” of the College a Library of Music is being 
established, which will contain the works of the great com- 
posers and other writers on music. Already this library has 
been the recipient of valuable gifts of musical works from Dr. 
HughHyndman, Mrs. George Wheeler, Mr. Alexander Morri- 
son, and others. We hope it will receive more of these ; and 
it is expected that it will not only be of great service to students 
of the ^ subject, but that it will grow in time to still larger 
dimensions through the benefactions of friends. In the 
same connection, a society has also been founded in 
the _ College for the cultivation and advancement of 
Music, with Dr. Lawrence Walker as honorary Director,

We have been fortunate in securing as 
President Mr. Hugh Ii. Smiley, J.P., Drumalis, Larne, who 
f g^o wn a delightful interest in the work, and has given it 
most generous help. Professor Gregg Wilson, D.sc., has 
mdertaken the duties of honorary Director, and lias rendered 
service which is quite beyond value; while in Mr. Kobert 
Patterson, F.z.s., the Society has a most enthusiastic and 
capable honorary Secretary. The Earl of Shaftesbury, who 
has accepted the office of Patron, presided at the inaugural 
meeting of the Society in March last, and I sincerely hope that 
a very useful career lies before ‘ ‘ The Ulster Fisheries and 
Biology Association,” as the new organisation is styled. The 
Department of Agriculture and Technical Instruction has given 
it its cordial recognition and a considerable annual grant. In 
more ways than one the establishment of this Society is note- 
worthy and significant. 

Much time and attention were expended during the Session 
on" considering, in conjunction with representatives of the 
Corporation of Belfast and the Chamber of Commerce, the 
best method of providing Belfast with a scheme of 

Higher Technical Education 

similar to that afforded by the Royal College of Science, Dublin. 
Early in the winter a joint Committee of twelve was formed, 
consisting of — (a) four representatives of the Technical Instruc- 
tion Committee of the Corporation, (b) four representatives of 
the Chamber of Commerce, and (c) four representatives of the 
College. The Right Hon. Thomas Sinclair was its chairman, 
and after frequent sittings it finally suggested a Scheme for 
carrying out the desired purpose by the co-operation of Queen’s 
College and the new Municipal Technical Institute. I have 
placed a copy of this Scheme in the Appendix to this Report. It 
is not intended that it should be taken as being necessarily the 
Scheme which in every particular should be finally adopted. 
The Committee is not unalterably wedded to every article of its 
recommendations; on the contrary, so far as we of the Col- 
lege are concerned, we are prepared to accept any alterations 
of its provisions which may be seen to be desirable, and I think 
the same may be said of the Chamber of Commerce. All that 
the Scheme was meant to do was to show that the purpose in 
view could best be served by co-operation between the College 
and the Institute, and to point out a mechanism by means of 
which this purpose could successfully be carried into effect. 

By this Scheme the independence both of the Institute and of 
the College is intended to be effectually safeguarded, with due 
regard to the respective functions and objects of each, while 
the great evils of unhealthy competition, of the overlapping 
of courses, of the expensive and unnecessary duplication of 
staff and equipments would be avoided ; while, in our opinion, 
the great work of promoting higher technical education in 
our city would be carried out, by the proposed combination of 
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the two powerful agencies mentioned, better i n 
than m any other that could be devised.

■ not only by the addition of laboratory work, hut by the provision 
f lectures in electro-technics, and in mechanical engineering, with special 
°eference to shipbuilding and marine-engine construction. Lecturers in 
these subjects should he provided as well as a number of demonstrators 
•>nd instructors in mechanical drawing, and engineering laboratory work, 
hie chemical department requires further laboratory accommodation and 
assistance in lectures and demonstrations. Either in the College, or the 
Institute instruction should be given in the chemistry of dyeing. 
The physical department also requires one or more additional demonstra- 
tors and laboratory assistants. A lectureship in Architecture might be 
established with advantage. Scholarships for research should be insti- 
tuted. To meet these needs it ought not to be necessary, and indeed 
would be unreasonable, to look only to the Treasury. The citizens of 
Belfast are not less likely under the altered conditions of their College 
to take a practical interest in it than the citizens of Manchester, Liver- 
pool, Birmingham, or Leeds take in the Colleges which have sprung up 
in their towns. Substantial gifts have already been made to the Col- 
lege, and more may be confidently looked for when it is realised that 
their purpose and effect will he to provide in Belfast facilities for 
technical education of the highest type, and of the kind most closely 
related to local industries. 

“To establish two really strong schools of applied science, one in 
Dublin and one in Belfast, is probably as much as should for the present 
be aimed at, and we believe that the interests of the higher technical 
education will be best served by concentrating _ effort on these two 
schools.” ( Final Beport of University Commission, page 54).

that the importance of such work entitles it to additional assistance by 

means of Fellowships and Studentships 

of such value as would induce distinguished students to pursue post- 
graduate studies in the College or elsewhere. With regard to the existing 
undergraduate Scholarships and prizes, we have evidence from the Presi- 
dent that they are not equal in value to those obtainable at other seats of 
learning ; and he has urged that the value of the Scholarships should be 
increased so that the College should not be at a disadvantage in this 
xespect as compared with other institutions. We think that this is a 
matter which should be taken into account when fixing the endowment for 
the reorganised College .” — {Final Report, p. 44). 

It is a matter of much satisfaction to us that after the search- 
ing inquiry into our affairs which the Commissioners made, 
they were able unanimously to arrive at a finding so laudatory, 
anti to make the recommendations which I have quoted. I 
sincerely hope that the latter will not long be allowed to remain 
a dead letter. 

On another point the Eoyal Commissioners were no less 
emphatic. I have frequently been obliged to refer with deep 
regret to the evils which were inflicted on higher education in 
Ireland by the unfortunate university legislation of twenty 
years ago ; evils from which it has suffered severely, and must 
continue to suffer until what Parliament did in 1879 is undone 
by the same authority. On those evils the Commissioners do 
not hesitate to speak very plainly and with entire unanimity. 
Speaking of 

The Royal University, 

they say 

“Fall acknowledgement must be made of the 
Services 

done by this University in diffusing knowledge among a large number of 
persons who might otherwise' have stood aloof from all learning, and, in 
particalar, of the stimulus it has given to the education of women. Nor 
has any effort been spared to maintain a high standard of examination, 
more especially, perhaps, for the professional Degrees. But while those 
who have administered the system, have done their utmost to make it 
work well and smoothly, the system itself suffers from incurable defects. 
Every witness who has touched on the question is conscious of their 
gravity.

A University is not a Warehouse 

for receiving an assortment of goods and testing whether they are up to 
sample. It has a double function. One is the discovery of new truths. 

The other, and primary function, is to supply trained intelligence which 
shall stimulate and guide the mind of the student along various lines of 
'intellectual inquiry. A University helps to form a mental habit and atti- 
tude ; it seeks to impart philosophic breadth and grasp ; it lays down the 
principles of learning and unifies knowledge. To test results is an accident, 
an inseparable accident perhaps, but not of the essence of a University. 
Were we called upon to decide between University instruction without ex- 
amination and examination without University instruction, we should 
not hesitate in our choice. In Ireland the sense of Collegiate life, outside 
Trinity College, Dublin, needs to be restored. Rigid programmes of 
study laid down by outside authority tend to the intellectual isolation 
of teachers. A Professor feels that his College is not a College of the 
University, hut one of many rival institutions bound together by a cast- 
iron framework of examinations. If the- Colleges are still to subsist in 
any relation to a common University, they must take their place as 
organic parts of the University. The interchange of ideas between 
teachers of different departments, and even of different Colleges, will, 
we may hope, then be quickened, and the feeling revived that the mem- 
bers of a University form a Corporation of Learning. To' the students 
the decay of the old academic principle has been an incalculable loss. 
Private study and private “ coaching ’’ lack the very elements which 
confer on University Education its ideal value — the personal inter- 
course between teacher and pupil outside the class-room, _ the _ comrade- 
ship and esprit de corps of collegiate life-; the generous rivalries of the 
Field or the Debating Society ; the contact of minds and idle play of 
intellect ; in a word, all that full and varied existence which remains a 
cherished possession in after days. If there is any country in which it 
appears unnatural to discourage this particular factor of University 
life, it is in Ireland, where social and human influences enter so- largely 
into the best qualities of the race/’ — ( Final Report, p. 22). 

These are weighty pronouncements — so weighty that I 
have thought it right to reproduce them here. Would that 
they were carefully pondered throughout the North of Ireland 
and all over the country ! The mischief wrought through con- 
founding education with mere examination has been often 
referred to, hut cannot be too often or too strongly insisted 
upon in these times. 

Triennial Visitation of the College. 

On the 30th May last a Triennial Visitation of the College 
was held. The Visitors who attended were the Marquess of 
Londonderry, who presided ; the Master of the Tolls in Ire- 
land (Sir Andrew Marshall Porter, Bart.) ; the Eight Horn 
Thomas Sinclair ; the President of the Eoyal College of 
Physicians in Ireland (Dr. A. B. Macan, Dublin)-, Judge 
Shaw ; and the President of the Association of Non-subscribing 
Presbyterians in Ireland (Mr. Thomas Andrews, D.L.). In 
answer to a series of questions put by the noble Chairman , full 
and detailed information was given regarding all our affairs.

The Pbesident (Rev. Dr. Hamilton) said it would almost seem as 
if the month of April, inconstant and sometimes chilling to others, 
had a special mission in recent times to befriend Queen’s College. 
Indeed, that sixteenth day of April, on which so many of their 
kind friends met with them, would appear to be a day deserving 
always to be marked in their annals with a white stone. Let him tell 
them why he said so-: On that day two years ago-, the 16th April, 

1901 a meeting took place which was in some respects the most remark- 
able’ ever held in connection with the College— -the meeting which 
inaugurated the great “Scheme for its Better Equipment." That 
scheme was still in its infancy, but, although that was so, and although 
it had had to contend with difficulties of no common kind, he did not 
think it was too much to say that it had introduced a new era in their 
history, infused a new spirit into their life, and would, before its 
work was completed, not only increase their buildings, their Chairs, and 
otheit equipments by the value of many thousands of pounds, but would 
place the College altogether on a basis of strength and public utility 
such as it never occupied before. 

Well, twelve months more passed away, April came again, Easter week 
was with us once more, and with it came another memorable meeting, held 
in the same hall as that to which he had just alluded — a meeting of the 
Royal Commission on Irish University Education. Now, he was not 
going to discuss the work or the recommendations of that Commission. 
He merely wished to point them to one thing — the singularly high enco- 
mium which the Commission pronounced upon that College, and. upon 
their “ Better Equipment Scheme,” inaugurated in 1901. Indeed, it was 
a rather curious fact that, differing from each other as the members of the 
Commission did in many ways, they all, Protestant and Roman Catholic, 
cleric and layman, Englishman, Scot, Welshman, and Irishman, seemed 
to have found in that College one of their few points of agreement— 
to have found nothing but what they could praise — and that no Commis- 
sioner found it necessary to unsay in the Appendix what he had said 
on the subject in the Report.

\rt , 11 was one of those Scotsmen to whom Belfast owed much. Born 
in Glasgow on the 18tli March, 1834, he came to Belfast forty years ago, 
d no Ion® time passed before it came to be clearly seen that Belfast had 
^ined in him not only a shrewd, honourable, and successful man of busi- 
ness but a staunch and trusty friend, and an enlightened, generous, and 
nublic-spirited citizen. He could not mention all the marks of public 
anureciation and distinction which he received. He was made a magis- 
trate for the borough. In 1882 he became a member of one of their most 
important and honourable public Boards — one which had contributed 
splendidly to the prosperity and advancement of Belfast— the Harbour 
Commissioners — and for twelve years he continued to take an active and 
useful part in its business. In the Chamber of Commerce his colleagues 
showed their appreciation of his character and services by raising him 
in 1891 to the highest office in their gift. In the charities of Belfast he 
also took a keen interest. He was a life governor of the Royal Hospital, 
and of the Ulster Hospital for Children and 'Women, a member of the 
Committee of the Samaritan Hospital, and lie was one of the founders 
of the Charity Football Cup, which was the means of annually yielding 
a substantial contribution to the funds of our local charities. Nor could 
he pass over his services to education. The help which he gave to one 
society in particular, in which he (Dr. Hamilton) was personally inte- 
rested, he recalled with gratitude— the Society for the Extension of Uni- 
versity Teaching in Belfast. He was one of its founders, and his advice, 
his tongue, and his purse were always at .its disposal. Then he found 
that- Music, with which they were specially concerned that day, was often 
near his heart. He was one of those who stood in the forefront of the 
long fivht for iiberty to use the aid of musical instruments in the wor- 
ship of the Irish Presbyterian Church, and he was founder of a fund 
raised in memory of the late Mr. Orde, the income of which had for 
years been devoted to the giving of school prizes for excellence in music. 
So William Charles Mitchell lived, and so he wrought for the good of 
his fellow-men in various ways until, on July 22nd, 1894, death claimed 
him, and their city was left with only the fragrant memory of all his 
generous and kindly activities. He had sketched his career all too 
rapidly, but he had said enough to enable them to see that in the public 
life of Belfast he was, indeed, no ordinary man. Of what he was in the 
privacy of the domestic circle as husband and father, the affectionate 
devotion of wife and children, which, years after his demise, reared that 
noble monument to his memory told a sufficient tale. On the face of that 
great Organ successive generations of students and citizens and tourists 
would, as long as the College stood, read his honoured name, and every 
time its tuneful voice was heard, whether in the storm of its majestic 
“thunder music,” waking the echoes of that hall, or in the “ soft Lrydian 
airs ” of which Milton sang — 

“ In notes with many a winding bout, 

In linked sweetness long drawn out,”
